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AN INDIGNANT SPEAKER. 


The peaber of the New Jersey Legis!atare 
Saysn Word About Talmage. 

Tersvon, N.J., February 19.~—In the house 
ofthe assembly some excitement was created 
when Mr. Corbin arose and called attention to 
the publication in a South Jersey paper of a 
sermon delivered by Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage, in which he used the following lan- 
guage under the head of the “Evil cf Blas- 
phemy:’ 

Let us for a high license, say $10,000, gather 100 
men iu these cities, men of the hottest tempers 
andthe flercest tongues and the most spitelul 
against God and decency, and add to them the 
speaker of the New Jersey legislature, whose ad- 
dress fo the Jegislature last week was so full of 
oaths and imprecations that the printers, who 
never swear themselves, had to put blanks 
all through the speech to show 
where the oaths came in, 
Hay ing gathered this precious group to do all the 
blasphemy of the country at high license, give 
them full sweep, agd then just let us extinguish 
all these small swedters, who never had any genius 
at swearing, and who always swear on asmaliscale, 
and vi ho never get beyond “By George,”’ or “My 
stars,’’ or “Darn it.’’ Extirpation for all small 
swearers. You will never ‘47 down blasphemy in 
this country except by high license. : 

Speaker Armstrong took the floor and said 
that he bad never sworn in his life, and he 
kuew from his knowledge of the legislatures 
of New Jersey that no speaker ever uttered a 
profane or blasphemous word from behind 
that desk (pointing to the speaker’s). No 
member who ever sat there would ever forget 
his dignity and manhood or the respect he 
owed his copatituents by so demeaning him- 
self. It was aserious matter. He had been 
asked aboutit by people from different parts of 
the state, andithad received widespread pub- 
licity. It is false in every word, line and sen- 
tence, and an insult to New Jersey. It was no 
longer a personal matter, but it reflects on 
New Jersey. Talmage, he understood, was 
born In New Jersey, and he (the speaker,) 
wondered how he had so far forgotten himself 
astomake useof an expression so false in 
every particular. He had forgotten the sacred- 
pess of his office. He (the ‘speaker) did not 
know how many thousands of people had read 
the lie and took it for truth. It has not even 
the foundation of truth in it.

She drifted with ice to 
the southward, experiencing many dangers, 
but at no time-being within twenty miles of 
land. She finally got in compact ice, many 
feet thick, toward the head of 
the ‘lake, but on account 
g they could not tell 
their exact wherabouts. Sunday last it wa 
decided that, owing to the short provisions, 
half the crew would have to go ashore, as the 
food would last but two weeks longer. Mon- 
day was very siormy. Tuesday morning from 
the cross trees, a rim of land was sighted to 
the eastward. Thirteen men were chosen to 
remain, and fourteen of the most hardy to 
makeland. ‘The mercury was then ten de- 
grees below. At seven o’clock Joseph Russell, 
first Martin, steward; W. P. 
Kenny, seventeen of thecrew 
started with one day’s rations, 
axes, icks, poles, blankets, ete., 
expecting that they might have te be out 
over night, as the iand seemed thirty miles 
away. When about 12 miles from the- boat, 
Clerk Kenny broke through the ice, wetting 
his right leg to the knee. They went on about 
six miles, when they found Kenny’s leg fro- 
zen. All were badly exhausted, as the fee was 
very rough and blocked into nearly impassa- 
ble ridges, many feet high and miles wide. 
Fach man went for himself, knowing that 
lite depended on his own exertions, 
Russell and Mertin,who helped Kenny. When 
off lend four miles, Kenny could not stand, and 
dregged himself along on his hands and 
knees fer two miles, when he was compictely 
exhausted and so frozen that he could not 
moy BK e hy urge d the others to leave him and 
i mselves.

A New Yorker Who Wantedto Scare His

Etarra, February 19.—Frank Matteson, of 
Burdett, Schuyler county, was found with his 
throat cut ina room at his mother’s house, 
and is likely todie. Heis married, but has 
not lived happily with his wife for more than 
& year. Last summer he told her he was go- 
ing to drown himself in a well, He was found 
in the well standing up to his neck in water, 
but uninjured. When he was taken out he 
made a faint show of resistance, but did 
nvthing to seriously obstruct his res: 
cuers. Matteson subsequently made threats 
ofan intention to commit suicide. He was 
alwa 8 careful, however, not to seriously in- 
jure Dimself, One of the coldest nights last 
week he declared to his family that he could 
stand his troubles no longer, and would go 
out and freeze himself to death. He went out 
and lay down in an exposed spot, where he 
remained over an hour, but as no one appear- 
ed on the scene to rescue him he returned to 
the house with his feet badly frozen. He then 
seid he would cut his throat, and his theatrical 
etioris to end his life were this time carried 
beyond the safety line. Matteson is thirty- 
L\WoO years old, and Oxpresses a desire to re- 
cover from his injuries.

The English to Retreat From 
Mahdi’s Elatien, 

_ Loxpon, February 19.—It is announced 
in view of the fact that the fall of Khartoum 
end the death of Gordon have rendered the 
main object of Lord Wolseléy’s expedition 
impossible, the government has deemed it ex- 
pedient to change the whole plan of cam 
in the Soudan. General Brackenbury, whe 
succeeded the late General Earle, has been 
ordered to abandon his advance on Bor- 
ber, and to concentrate his troops at 
Korti. Colonel Buller, who evacuated Gubat 
on the 13th instant, and withdrew his forces 
to Abu Klea, has also been ordered to fall back 
on Korti. All the available troops in General 
Wolesley’s command will be concentrated at 
that place, and at Debbeh and Korosko, the 
main bedy being at Korti. 

KORTI TO BE ABANDOFED, 

Itis probable that Wolseley may evacuate 
Korti and retireto Debbeh, where the desert 
routes from Omdurman, £] Obeid and Darfour 
convere on the Nile. Wolseley will there 
await help from England. At Korti the gen- 
eral could be surrounded. In the retirement 
all the available supplies will 
be swept up, anid the whole 
army, entrenched at Debbeh, could hold its 
own if necessary, until the rising of the Nile. 
Dongola, Hannek and various other points on 
the river between Debbeh and Halta, are held 
by weak detachments ot British ttoops. There 
is a line of telegraph, which possibly might be 
in aintained, while the steam launches on the 
clear reaches could keep up some sort of com- 
munication with the second cataract. The moral 
eflect of this retirement will naturally be 
rather serious, though it would be to a certain 
extent, neutralized by the action of unmistak- 
able strength from Suakim.

MARYLAND AND COLORED LAWYERS. 

A colored lawyer recently moved to Balti- 
more from a neighboring state, and applied 
for admission to the bar. The application 
was resisted upon the ground that under the 
statutes of Maryland acolored man could 
not practice law. 

Maryland is behind the times. There is 
probably no other state in the union where 


the law requires an attorney to bea white. 


man. In the case referred to, the point was 
made that as the applicant had been admitted 
tothe bar in another state, the comity of 
states madeit right and proper that he 
should be permitted to practice his profes- 
sion in Maryland. To this the presiding 
judge replied that such a proceeding would 
give colored citizens of other states a privil- 
ege not enjoyed by colored citizens in Mary- 
land, and would therefore be an unjust dis- 
crimination. The matter is still pending. 

It is believed that the Mary- 
land _legisiature will change the 
law so asto place colored citizens upon an 
equal footing with the whites so far as admis- 
sion tothe bar isconcerned. That they are 
10W ineligible is said to be an accidental ef- 
fect of legislation instead of a premeditated 
exclusion. Doubtless this is the true expla- 
nation. In Georgia and other southern states 
colored men of very moderate legal attain- 
ments are allowed to practicelaw. They un- 
dergo the usual tests required of white men, 
and ifthe resultis satisfactory there is no 
difficulty in gettinga license. It is not likely 
that Maryland will stand by her old law. 
Colored men preach, hold oflice, sell goods 
and practice medicine. Why should they 
not practice Jaw when found competent”

Prcehibition in Maine. 

Good Tew plar, Dalton, Ga:: Loccasionally see 
newspaper statements implying that prohibition 
is pot enforced in Maine. What are the facts? 

From official sources we gather the following 
statistics: Theoretically Maine has no place where 
liquor is sold except the city and state agencies, 
which are provided for under the statutes. But 
last year the United States sold 1,046 stamps to re- 
tail liquor-dealers, so that, not counting now any 
others, there were at least 1,013 places where liquor 
has been openly sold. Of the sixteen counties in 
Maine, if we select the four containing the 
largest cities, we find the aforesaid stamps divided 
as follows: Cumberland county. in which is Port- 
land, bought 258; Penobscot, in which Bangor is 
located, comes next, and her dealers purchased 
189; Kennebec, which includes Augusta. took 0, 
and Androscoggin, the county which includes 
Lewiston, paid for 92 of the stamps. All the other 
counties arecredited with having liquor dealers 
who bought some of the stamps, even agricultural 
Aroostook having 19. All observers’ here 
know that this by no means in- 
cludes all the number of liquor dealers, as Bango 
alone, in Penobscot county, has some two hundred 
places where liquor issold. But to confine our- 
selves strictly to statistics. The number of com- 
mittals to jails for drunkenness in the state in 1884 
was one thousand three hundred and sixteen, Of 
these, Cumberland county made three hundred 
ar d eighty-six, Pefobscot one hundred and sixty 
seven, Kennebec two hundred and eighty, An 
droscoggin one hundred and seven, and Waldo two 
hundred and thirty-four. Looking over the com- 
mittals to -jails for drunkenness, and using the 
census Of 1:50 as a basis of population, Waldo 
county had one to every one hundred and thirty- 
eight of the population; Kennebec had one to 


every one bundred and eighty-nine; 
Cumberland, in which is Portland, the 


home of Neal Dow, 1 to 223; Androscoggin 1 to 
420, and Penobscot 1 to 422. Of the four counties 
before mentioned, containing the four largest 
cities, Penobscot made the fewest committals in 
proportion to its population, and Kennebec the 
most. Bangoris in Penobscot county, and the 
prohibitory law has not been enforced in this city. 
The sentiment, hc wever, is strong against drunk- 
enness, and arrests have been made strictly for 
that offerse. Besides, the municipal law has been 
strictly enforced which requires all tippling places 
to be closed on Sundays, and at 10 p. m. on week 
days.

tion. When he visited Macon he called 
at ihe office of Commissioner Hasking, 
and told his business. He was given 


full command ofit. His investigation lasted in 
the various departments three weeks, 

On January 10th, Judge Pardee transmitted a 
copy.of the examiner’s report to him, in respect to 
his administration as commissioner, stating that 
he would be glad to receive, before he took fur- 
ther action in the matterof the department, de- 
manding his removal, any report he 
might submit. The report was prepared 
to be forwarded during the present week. 
Last night the rule nisi was served as mentioned 
above, directing him to show causeon the first 
day of the next term of the United States district 
court, which convenes on the first Monday in 
May, why the order of the court appointing him 
commissioner should not be rescinded and re 
voked. The reasons assigned had already been 
communicated to him in the report of Examiner 
Nighbtengale to the department of justice. 

Simultaneously similar papers were served on 


M. L. Wade and 8. Levy, United 
States commissioners at Augusta; 
Thad C. Sturges, postmaster and 
United States commissioner, Columbas; 


E. C. Wade, of Savannah, aud D. T, Dunn, Post- 
master Barker and United States commissioner at 
Brunswick. These papers had been submitted to 
the clerk of the court at Savannah, and had been 
distributed to the various points by him. 

THE CASES BROUGHT OUT. 

The causesalleged were collusions with depue- 
ties, frivolous cases, and unnecessary fees.

From the 
tenor of the reports there are no escape from the 
conclusions that he was seton me by designinv 
reople, who sought my injury, and that it is ba 
entirely on misrepresentations of these people 
whose statements appear to haye been 
taken for granted in every instance, without 
apy opportunity in the world having 
been afforded me by the examiner either to 
travers or discredit. I am satisfied my office will 
compare favorably with any other in the United 
States. Ihavealways striven to discharge my 
duties in a conscientious, honorable way, with 
exact justice to the government and defencants.’’ 


HOW THE CASES ARE MADE UP. 

Here is the manner in which these cases are 
worked: The week isa dull one, nothing much 
doing; the deputies idle. One or two will go 


down the country, arrest a poor countrys 
man, take him from his family and 
crops; bring him to Macon; lodge him in 
jail. A number of witnesses are summoned. 


The prisoner is taken before a commissioner. Of 
course nothing is proven. He is released. The 
deputies will say to the witnesses: “You can make 
some gcod;money.,Te! jus, whothas sold any whisky 
lately at his house. Give us some name, we don't 
care who.”’ An arrest similar to the above fol- 
lows, the forms of a prelimina 
trial are gone through, the prisoner 
com mitted to jail to await the next term of the 
court, as innocent a3 Mary’s little scotswold lamb. 
All this time good, fat fees are being charged 
the government, Whenthe regular term of the 
courtis called the witnesses, who have made 
up the story before the commissioners, become 
frightened at the magnitude and dignity of the 
court, and refuse to swear. The prisoner discharg- 
ed to return to a farm with his crops ruined, and 
his anxious friends and family sorly distressed. 
Such as this has done this section of tne state irre- 
parable harm. 

_ . & CASE IN POINT. 

Here is a case that was suppressed from the pub- 
lie prints that Has been shown up in the iavesti- 
gation of the matter. 

A revenue collector secures a party of negroes, 
whom he pays to do the work, to goto a certain 
house, where an honest negro lived. The per? 
esked for whisky. He had only enough for medi- 
cal purposes. They told him 
a poor woman was sick 
and needed it. They would pay him for what 
they woulda get. He let them have it. A case 
against him was at once made, a warrant followed, 
c — him with selling liquor without license. 
Be fore the trial the collector went to the negro 
and told him he could compromise by payi0s 
fifteen dollars. It was done. At the trial this 
vely act was used gene the negro as testimony. 

That same official went to Commissioner Has- 
kins when he heard of his removal, and askei him 
if be would not tryand help him secure the com- 
missioner’s office, that he could not get some of 
the good fat fees connected with it. f 

There are some startling developments in the 
matter to comeout. The case will be watched 
with interest.

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AN INCIDENT IN THE SENATE. 


In Which Morgan and Beck Quarrel About 
Their Nativity. 

Wasnixoron, February 19.—In the course of 
some remarks on the Texas Pacific forfeiture 
bill, in the senate to-day, Mr. Beck said he 
had supposed in 1878, when the Thurman bil] 
was passed, that «congress had secured some 

ractical control of those roads, but he had 
een mistaken. Now this house bill was mat 
by a counter proposition. The Reagan bill 
hed been met by a counter proposition. A 
number of other measures had been up, but 
had been iought to the end. That was what 
the railroads wanted, He would vote against 
Sherman’s amendment and others, because he 
thought it better to have imperfect legislation 
than none at all. 

Mr. Morgen said that the effort of Mr. Back 
to impeach the demecrats who had opposed 
Reagan,and had adopted an independent 
course ob this bill, would not deter him ( Mor- 
gan) from doing bis duty. Ie had been in the 
democratic party betore the senator from Ken- 
tucky (Beck) enjoyed the privileges of citizen- 
ship in this country. He(Morgan) had been 
atrueand faithful democrat, and it did not 
rest with the senator from Kentucky to im- 
peach his democracy by such flings as that 
conveyed by his last remarks. Mr. Morgan 
would be tound to be a supporter of the in- 
coming administration also, on the princi- 
ple if it should be an _ administration 
en principle, and as long as the senator from 
Kentucky would stand by the democratic 
creed, he did not enjoy the declarations made 
at the expense of party associates. They were 
not kind. 

Mr. Beck disclaimed any allusion to the 
senator {fom Alabama (Morgan) or any other 
senator. “He is not quite so important,’ Mr. 
Beck said, “in my estimation in regard to 
these questions, as he may think heis, I did 
not happen,” continued Mr. Beck, “to be born 
in this country, but I was not consulted about 
my birth. I have been a citizen of the 
United States since 1835. That 
is a good while ago. The senator may have 
been a very important man at that date, but 
I doubt it. 1 have endeavored to perform my 
duties, a8 a private man and a public officer, 


None of 


to the best cf my ability since that time, and 
it the senator thinks it odds anything to his 
dignity or diminishes my standing to suggest 
that I was born in Scotland instead of the 
United States, he is welcome toall the honor 
he has made by that fling at the place of my 
nativity. Many good men have been 
born in Scotland, very many, 
and many who have been born here trace with 
pride their ancestry back to the place where I 
trace mine. I might say more, but I will not.” 
In conclusion Mr. Becksaid: “I regard the 
suggestion as to my nativity as unworthy a 
‘enator, as unworthy the senate and unworthy 
a reply.” 

Mr. Morgan said ‘he had made no reference 
to the senator’s nativity, only to the time he 
bad been in the democratic party, and while 
his (Morgan) service to the democratic party 
had not been so conspicuous as those of Mr. 
Beck, they had been as honest and as 
beautiful. No Scotchman worthy of the name, 
he continued, would take to himself as a per- 
sonal allusion, anything that was not meant 
in that sense. He, Morgan, revered that 
nationality as much as did the senator from 
Kentucky. There might be some doubt about 
the object of that senator’s allusion, but Mr. 
Morgan merely understood him to say that at 
the moment of making his remarks he did not 
have within the rangeof his vision any sub- 
ject so miscroscopic as Morgan. ‘Well, when 
the senator was in charge of such heavy ar- 
tillery he should be careful how he wielded it. 
He ought to bave some consideration for gen- 
tlemen. ‘I am not a retail dealer in small 
politics,’ Mr. Morgan added; “I desire 
neither place nor power, but while I occupy 2 
seat on this floor, senators must not suppose, 
insignificant as I may be, indifferent to public 
praise though I iay be, that they can trample 
op me without feeling resentment and retalia- 
tion.”’

NOT THIS | TIME. 


THE EDUCATIONAL BILL MUST 
WALT AWHILE. 


Its Friends in the Msjority but Unable to Get a 
Vote—' leveland’s Heavy Draft on the @en- 
ate-—-Who May be Elected to Succed 
Bayard, Lamar and Garland. 


Wasnineron, February 19.—[Special.]—The 
Blair educational bill passed the senate last 
session by a decided majority. A majority of 
the house of representatives would vote for it 
il it were on its passage to-day. Yet the bill will 
surely fail. It will be cut oft by the complex 
arrangement known as the rules of the house, 
actively and vigilantly applied by @ spirited 
opposition and resisted by a lukewarm and 
unorganized support. Several times the bill 
has been almost passed. Its opponents have 
more than once been forced to resort to 
dilatory motions to defeat it. The 
session has now reached a stage where 
all hope for the bill must be postponed unto 


another congress. Its opponents have killed 
it off. One of the disadvantages it has had to 
contend with bas been the opposition of the 
chairman of the committee on education and 
that of several of its members. Colonel D. 
Wyatt Aiken, of South Carolina, who presides 
over this committee, is earnestly opposed to 
the bill, because he doubts its ex ediency and 
because it does not accord with bis theory of 
the rights of the federal government, While 
he has consistently held these opinions, he 
has been perfectly fair to the friends of 
the bill sand has never thrown the 
slightest obstruction in their way in the com- 
mittee or in the house. But the known oppo- 
sition of the chairman, with Colone! Aiken’s 
additionalinfluence as an experienced and 
valued legislator, has burdened the advocates 
of the measure considerably. Had the com- 
mittee been headed by an earnest, enthusias- 
tic supporter of the bill, for iostance by Mr. 
Willis, of Kentucky, or Mr. Clements, of 
Georgia, | believe it would have passed the 
house. The main opposition to it has come 
from southern and eastern democrats. The 
number of southern men opposed to it is 
surprising. The bulk of the millions 
to be appropriated goes to the south. The 
division is proposed on the basis of illiteracy, 
thereby extending national aid directly to fit 
the millions of ignorant, newly made citizens 
in the south for an intelligent exercise of the 
franchise. Noburden in addition to what it 
now bears in its school fund, in most cases a 
wofully light burden, is proposed for any state. 
The state must raise as much as it receives 
from the national treasury, but ifa state does 
not choose to raise an amount equal to its full 
share under this bill, it need take only an 
equivalent of what it chooses to raise. 
The bill merely doubles for such a state the 
amount of money devoted to public schools. 
Georgia would be entitled to about $700,000 a 
year under the Blair bill. If Georgia felt 
unable to appropriate $700,000 of her own 
money to education, she could give $350,000 
and take another $350,000 from the federal 
treasury. The southern congressmen who 
oppose the bill as a rule stickle on 
CONSTITUTIONAL OBJECTIONS, 

[ believe the southera statesmen have always 
been great constitutional lawyers. Meanwhile 
legislation is going ahead in 
meny directions contrary to some 
theories of the constitution held in great rev- 
erence half a century ago. 

That some measure similar to the Blair bill 
will pass soon, the history of the attempts at 
legisiation on this question would seem con- 
clusively to prove. Théy gain in strength 
with every congress, probably because the 
question is coming to be generally discussed 
and the peepee are telling what they think 
about it. The friends of national aid to edu- 
cation have virtually won in congress already. 
They are in a majority in both houses. In one 
they have triumphed by a large majority. 
In the other they are restrained 
only by parliamentary machi ustrucied 
apparently to prevent leg! 

Just as soon as the forty-ninth congress 
sembles there will be ready other bills to 
vide national aid for education, and | 
confident that another c iil 
away before there is leg 
ect.

Everybody has about agreed that the presi- 
dent-elect will take three of his cabinet from 
the senate. Bayard, Garland and Lamar are 
on almost every slate. The few who omit La- 
mar do so because of his reluctance to go into 
the cabinet. That a portfolio has virtually 
been tendered him admits of no doubt. Pres- 
ident Cleveland in carrying out this pro- 
gramme would give great strength to his cab- 
inet but he would make a severe draft on the 
democratic minority in the senate by depriv- 
ing it oftbree of its ablest and most trusted 
Jeaders. Their places would be filled by 
other democrats very soon but to find three 
more such men in the states of Arkansas, Del- 
aware, and Mississippi, could not be expected. 

sesides their superiority in natural gifts ofa 
high order each of the senators named ha; 
acquired during long service in congress 
an invaluable experience in public aflairs. 
The loss of this trio would be severely felt in 
the senate. lt would be more to the demo- 
crats than Garfield’s call to thecabinet of 
Blaine, Windom and Teller was to the repub- 
licans of that body in 1880. Butso sure is 
the transfer of Bayard, Lamarand Garland 
trom the senate to the eabinet considered that 
speeulation is rife as totheir probable success- 
ors in the senate. 

The most uncertain conteat would be for 
Mr.*Lamar’s seat. General E. C. Walthall, 
himself a prominent cabinet probability until 
the Lamar boom eclipsed all others 
in the southwest, is. regarded as 
one of the foremost Mississippians. His 
friénds would certainly put him forward for 
the senate. Representative Ethelbert Barks- 
dale, who once antagenized Mr. Lamar in a 
senatorial election, would certainly be in the 
race. He is a powerful factor in Mississippi 
politics, a leader at once bold and skillful. 
Congreesman Money and Goveraor Lowry are 
also considered possibilities, The recent elec- 
tion of Mr. James K. Jones, who started third 
in the Arkansas senatorial contest by securing 
the solid support of Governor Barry’s friends, 
indicates that the Jones men would’ join 
in to elect Berry when Senator Garland 
becomes attorney-general. This would leave 
Mr. Poindexter Dunn still in the house, 
though he will certainly be strongly supported 
jor the senate. Delaware has had a Bayard in 
the senate for three generations. Mr. Bayard’s 
reluctance to give up his senatorial office even 
to sit at the head of the cabinet was largely 
due to the associations that bind him to the 
senate. He has served\there sixteen years 
and has been a prominent figure from the 
day he entered the body. He was then just 
forty and the youngest man in a senate 
thatcontained Sumner, Morton, Thurman, 
Trumbull, Chandler, Conkling and other il- 
justrious men. To succeed Mr. Bayard, Rep- 
resentative Lore is already warmly supported. 
He is a gontleman of fine character, of schol- 
arly attainments, and of moderate fortune. 
His opponent will be ex-Congressman Martin. 
A strong support inthe senate is absolutely 
necessary to the success of the coming admin- 
istration, since its party friends are ina mi- 
pority there. If Bayard, Garland and Lamar 
are called to the cvbinet the election of their 
successors will possess an interest superior to 
ibat which usually attaches to the choice of 
senators.

MILLIONSI N FLAMES, 


INuminated by Brilliant Streams of 
Light. 

CuicaGo, February 19.—Fire is raging with 

reat fury in Grannir’s block,on the east side of 
earborn, just south of Washington street. 
The fire started at 5:45 p- m., and now, half 
an hour later, it was found necessary to 
turn im the general alarm. Twelve 
engines andastandpire are playing on the 
flames, and an immense crowd o people are 
watching it. The apparent destruction of one 
of the finest office blocks in the city seems cer- 
tain. Itisimpossible to estimate the loss. 
At the time the fire was discovered, the em- 
ployes in the various offices were preparing to 
leave for the night, and as far as learned all 
escaped safely, The fire is said to have origi- 
pated at the bottom of the elevator shaft, 
where, during the past week, a new boiler had 
been put In, and other improvements made. 

One hour from the discovery of the fire it 
was plain that the whole block must go. The 
flames then burst through the roof, and _bril- 
liantly lighted the scenesfor blocks around. 
Twenty engines were now pouring enormous 
volumes of water into the burning building, 
yet the flames seemed to defy all attempts 
to suppress them. At 8:15 the roof 
fell in, sending showers of spark up, and it 
was rumored that the walls were on the point 
of falling. This, however, proved untrue. The 
flames poured out of every window in the front 
above the second story, and it was feared it 
would be impossible to save the 
Partland block, on the corner. of 
Waehington and Dearborn streets. adjoining 
the building. On account of the intense 
cold, it was difficult to employ the engines to 
the best advantage. Occasionally a pipe 
would burst, and it would be several minutes 
before the water could be again brought to 
play where most needed. The stand pipe did 
good service in drenching the adjoining walls, 
where there was danger of the fire catching. 
In Grapnir’s block are two banks, the Coati- 
nental National and the National Bank of Illi- 
nois, The vaults were all fire-proof, and the 
oniy -iBconvenience will be the delay 
while waiting for the safes to become cooled 
of, ®0 a8 to make access to them 
possible. The building is, for the most part, 
occupied by lawyers, architects and insurance 
agents, Many of whom will lose everything 
contained in theiroffices. Two of the most 
valuable law libraries in the city are totally 
destroyed, besides valuable papers which the 
occupants of the offices had not the time to 
put into the vaults. Grannir’s block was 
erected three years ago by W. C. D. Grannir, 
president of the Union National bank, of 
Chicago, at a cost of about $175,000. The 
building was insured for $120,000,

PHILADELPHIA, February 19.—A destructive 
fire occurred at about ten  o’clock 
this morning on Chestnut street, 
between Second and Front streets, a locality 
devoted to large warehouses and business 
houses. Three buildings were in flames. 

At 10:15 a, m, the fireon Chestnut street 
extended from the corn ex- 
change to Letitia street, about half a block of 
veryfvaluable buildings. The Corn Exchange 
National bank, on the ‘corner of Second and 
Chestnut etreets, caught fire, and burned 
in the upper _ stories. The flames 
crossed Chestnut street, and many large busi- 
ness houses ou the other side were in eminent 
danger. 

The fire originated in some manner as yet 
unknown, in the five story brick structure 
No. 125 Chestnut street, occupied by Stephen- 
son & Co,, Getz & Stratton, Richard A. Blythe, 
end Garsed & Co., all dealers in cotton and 
wool. Afterthe fire was discovered and the 
flames burst from the windows, the front of 
the three upper stories fell out,and crushed 
down into the street. The loud noise thus 
made caused the rumor that an explosion also 
occurred, but it is not yet known whether or 
not there were any explosives in the building. 
When the wall fell alaborer, whose name is 
said to be John McKay, was engaged in 
removing. a safe from the adjoining 
building. He was buried by 
the falling bricks and instantly killed. A 
horse attached to the horse cart standing in 
front of the building was also killed. The 
flames spread rapidly to the building on the 
east, and Nos. 123 and 121 Chestnut street were 
enveloped in flames, The former building is 
cecupied by Irvine C. Beatty & Co., dealers in 
worsted yarns, and the latter by George H 
McFadden & Co., cotton dealers. 

So faras known nowtwo men have been 
killed at the scene of the fire—John Mclay, 
or McCormick, driver of a hose cart, and J. G. 
Blyer, aged 18 years. 

The loeses will aggregate about $250,000, 
divided among about twenty firms.

B.Stitt & Co., 
commission merchants, $100,000, insurance

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A CARD FROM DR. LOVE. 


In Which He Corrects Errors in Regard to 
Miss Graves. 


We print with pleasure the following‘letter from 
Dr. W. Abram Love. It treats of the scene at the 
operahouse on Monday night, which has awaken- 
ed so much interest. Dr. Love’s high ability gives 
weight to his explanation of this affair, and the 
eensible way in which he puts it carries convic- 
tion. It will be seen that no morphine was used 
to quiet Miss Graves, as would have been done had 
her brain been affected, but on the contrary, bran- 
dy, which is astimulant, and which was needed 
to com pensate the excessive tension of the nerves. 
It will be seen also that rather than refusing to go 
out of the door, she was really trying to go out, 
and that she did not use the expressions in fayor 
of Lulu Hurst, but expressions oppesing her. It 
was, in fact, her belief that Miss Hurst was pro- 
ceeding by trickery, and her indignation at what 
she thought was deception, that aroused to an 
uncontrollable extent. Mr. Graves’s crolness in 
reassuring the audience, and in showing that his 
sister had simply lost control of her nerves, com- 
manded universal sympathy and respect, and 
averted what might have been a serious trouble. 

EprTors CONSIITUTION: In justice to the parties 
interested, will you allow mespace in your col 
um ns to correct some unintentional errors in your 


report of the scene at DeGive’s opera house last 
Monday evening during Miss Lula Hurst’s exhibi- 
tion, in which Miss Zella Graves is presented as

I was called to her side, and your reporter makes 
it appear that she was quieted be the hypodermic 
use Of morphine and the administration of stimu- 
lants. Please allow me to state that Miss Graves 
was not ipsane, and that there was no morphine 
used in apy way to quiet her. She is naturally of 
a Very nervous temperament, as any one could see 
or can see at a glance—is a lady of cuiture and re- 
finement with quite a taste for music aad 
art. During the exhibition her naturally 
excitable, nervous tension becameso intensified 
that she lost control over herselfand gave way to 
her feelings, It was just sucha nervous tension 
as has been seen to exhibit itself sporadically or 
epidemically in all ages of the world, and no sex 
nor ege, nor sect nor country is exempt from it. 
Neither heathen, Mohammaden nor Christian: 
religious enthusiasm, intense emotion, inordinate 
mental action or undue neryous excitement of 
any kind lead to the production of the paroxysms. 
One of the leading symptoms in such casesis to 
chant the chorus and step to the music—“the song 
and the dance of the tarantati.’’ Another equall 
prominent symptom isan uncontrolable cnocel 
tion to being .controlled by brute foree, the 
lorce Of the secourists or the manner of the 
paviours. These prominent symptoms were cleariy 
evidenced in the midst of the audience. Itis a 
condition of the brain and nerve system—the very 
opposite of insanity,of madness, of hydrophobia— 
a condition in which intelectual action ts vivified 
and nervous and muscular action intensified until 
the over-action produces exhaustion—a condition 
in which the emotions, affections and sympathies 
have full sway. Ina word, emotional and intel- 
lectual action overcoming and controlling the sys- 
tem. All of these symptoms were plainly and 
unmistakabiy evidenced before the audience in 
every action, and brought outin bold relief side 
by side with her emotional action, her a‘tection- 
ate and sympatbetic nature. Aside from these 
conditions, attended with exccssive but weakened 
cardiac action there was nothing 
wrong with er mentally. She was 
perfectly rational. When spoken to kindly she 
responded readily and rationally, acting intelli- 
gentiy and becomingly. She resisted with feel- 
ings ol indignation the idea and the efforts to 
contrell her by force. There was more insanity in 
such an idea than there was in the lady herself, 
When she was informed that it would be best for 
her, in her neryous condition, to leave the scene 
of excitement and get§Zinto the open air, she ex- 
pressed herself as quite willing to do so, but op- 
posed anything like coersive action, asking that 
they do not put their hands on her, She was per- 
fectly rational and perfectly right.

She was 
no more insane than have been thousands 
of others in this and other countries who have 
reached a similar condition of neryous tension 
irom religious, emotional or sympathetic excite- 
ment, and who have not been and are not now 
subjected to the charge of insanity. She was given 
stimulants to prevent the exhaustion which 
usually fo.lows such paroxysms. She recovered 
completely on reaching the open air, and has} ‘elt 
no s)mptoms and evinced no signs of a returning 
paroxysm—possible never may again.

The patrons of the Western Union telegraph 
company in Atlanta will hereafter have mes- 
seges delivered tothem by full grown, stal- 
Wert negro men instead of the small urchins 
who have heretofore performed that task. 

This change was made yesterday by Mr. J. 
M. Stephens, the local manager and went into 
eflect about four o’clock in the afternoon. 
Yesterday morning a negro man was employ- 
ed at the Western Union office as janitor. 
Previous to yesterday the janitor and the bat- 
tery man were one and the same but the du- 
ties required of the battery man have increas- 
ed so rapidly lately that Manager Stephens 
fcund it necessary to employ another man. 
The man employed was to clean up the office, 


carry water, etc. His time 
fully occupied in this way and about noon 
when he was idle he was sent out to deliver a 
message. At the time the negro left the office 
with the message there was not a messenger 
boy present, but in a few seconds two or three 
camein. As soon as the boys ascertained that 
the negro had been sent out with the message 
they mede a grand kick. Manager Stephens 
paid no attention to them at first, but 
when one of them refused to 
carry a message, he demanded an explana- 
tion. The boys, ten in number, being all of 
the inctsenger corps except four, had banded 
themselves together and quickly informed 
Manzeger Stephens that they would not work 
with the negro. The manager had but two 
courses open to him. One was to discharge 
the negro and let the boys continue. The 
other was to discharge the boys and hire others 
in their places.
